forces by noon had run up more 
sorties than all day yesterday— 
when 7,000 planes slammed the 
Germans. From dawn on—after a

pounded four key rail centers in 
France and went to Berlin—hea- 
vies, mediums, lights, fighter-bomb- 
ers and fighters raced over the bat- 
tlellnes and far into France, bomb- 
Ing and strafing.

ment of rail centers beyond the 
100-mile radius through which the 
Germans might draw on strategic 
reserves In Southern France.

This Is America's first cemetery 


in France in this war. It Is not a 
pretentious ple,ce. A few days ago 
it was a German minefield separ- 
ating the beach defenses from the 
rugged pill boxei and forts In steep 
hill that rises a few hundred yards 
from tho ugly, rock strewn beach- 
es. 


When the Americans swarmed on- 
to the beachej through murdeous 
surf, angry Geiman guns mowed 
them down. T^ie cold greedy water 
of the wrathful channel, lashed by 
a three-day wind, clutched at some, 
sucking them down. 


Another cemetery Is being pre- 


pared nearby because this hallowed 
ground Is too small to care for the 
men who will not fight again. 


I got here wading through neck 


deep water When I staggered into 
tho muddy cemetery I found these 
tired, ho'low-ay^d men at 
work;

and good lodgement on the main- 
land ot France." 


We musn't assume 
from 
this 
that the Allies have passed the 
danger mark. 
The peak of the 


battle will come when Nazi Field 
Marshal Rommel throws in the 
main body of his armored strate- 
gical reserves for an all-out cour- 
ter-attack. 
We should save our 
celebration until that assault has 
been dealt with, since it can be 
a nnsty affair. 


Howover, Rommel himself la In 
a mighty tight corner. 
His prob- 


lem Isn't that of dealing with thn 
Cherbourg peninsula alone, hut of 
guarding the entire coastline nf 
Western 
Euprope 
and Southern 
France. If ha lends great strength 


against 
the 
peninsula, he lays 


himself open to filled amphibious 
invasions at numerous other strat- 
egic points,. He might handle one, 
but 
he can't deal with 
all of 


them satisfactorily at the same 
time. 


Still, he has no choice but to 


defend the peninsula to the best 
of his ability. 
This great battle 


Is one of the crucial engagements 
of the war, for while Rommel 
couldn't prevent the Allies from 
establishing a second front by 
defeating them at Cherbourg, yet 
he might delay our ultimate suc- 
cess greatly. 


So we must expect the Nazis 
to attack In force In the immedi- 
ate future and try to drive tho 
Allies gasck Into the sea. One of 
our 
most 
powerful 
weapons 


against this assault will be our 
vast superiority in the air.

President Roojyvelt told Congress 
today that as a final Nazi defeat 
approaches "the fury of their Insane 
desire to wipe out the Jewish race 
in Europe continues 
undiminish- 
ed." 


"This Is but one example,' 
Mr. 


Roosevelt said In transmitting 
a 


report on ar:r.rigements for caring 
for war refugee-. "Many Christian 
groups also are being murdered. 


"Knowing that they have lost the 


war, the Nazis are determined 
to 


complete their program of mass ex- 
termination. Tnls program Is but 
one manifestation of Hitler's aim to 
salvage military defeat victory for 
Nazi principles—the very principles 
which this war n.ust destroy unless 
we shall have fought In vain." 


The President outlined recently- 


completed arrangements to bring 
about 1,000 refugees to this country 
from temporary housing in a mili- 
tary camp near Oswego, N. Y. Af- 
ter the war, no said, these refugees, 
mostly women and children, will be 
returned to their homeland. 


Mr. Roosevelt said the work of 


the war refugee board, comprised 
of the secretaries of state, treasury, 
and war, has "brought hope to the 
oppressed peoples of Europe.' 


Facilities for caring for war re- 


fugees In Southern Italy have be- 
come so overtaxed, he added, that 
unless arrango'r.ents to move them 
on can be made the escape of other 
refugees will be "seriously Impend- 
ed." Even befoje the Allies landed 
in Italy, he said, there had been a 
general movement of refugees from 
various countries into that area. 


Speaking of Nazi persecutions of 


minority groupj, the President said:
